Therefore, the step "oxidizing parts of the 
semiconductor layer to form gate oxide layers, and the semiconductor layer-oxidizing step being 
performed after the oxide layer removing step" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.
